resort an impression prevails llmt iu the 
Autumn it curls upliko a bear in its deu aud 
sucks its claws without any appearance of 
vitality till it is wafted up in tho latter part 
of the Spring by tho first arrivals from New 
York. Tbo idea that several thousand peo- 
ple eat, drink aud do business in Nfl'wport 
all tho year round has not a firm hold upon 
the minds of people who know Newport on- 
ly by its general repute or by a Summer vis- 
it. This mistaken idea that Newport hiber- 
nates during moro than half the year haa 


. been urged in the Postoffice Departmout nt 


Washington and the authorities there nro 
reported to believe that it is enough for 
Newport to hare the conveniences of the 
Wickford mail route during the Summer end 
that thoro is no need of giving us anything 
but tho sound steamboats during tlio Win- 
ter. 


If Mr. Jewell understood the .situation in 


Newport wo do not believe that ho would 
hesitate for a moment to assure tho Wick- 
ford route of the mail contract at all seasons 
of tho year. We respectfully protest ngmiist 
the idea that Newport is a city of Summer 
houses and that it deserves consideration 
only as tho country residence of certain Now 
Yorkers and Philadelphians.

PAYMENT OF DEBTS.—VANSEIt 0V TBMHSO.— 


"JIM

As soon as "the crop'1 is diBimwl of»nd » 


ucfjro farmer has money in bin pocket, ma 
tirst act is to pay tho merchant from v join 
he obtained bis supplies during the year. 
They are improvident, and ignorant, some- 
times almost to brutality, but it must be 
said to their credit that as a clasa they al- 
ways pay their debts tho moment they are 
in a position to do so. The country would 
not be so destitute if a larger number of 
white men followed their example m this re- 
spect. 
When they bare settkd up all their 


accounts most of th»m have from twenty to 
two hundred dollars in ready money remain- 
ing. 
With this they go to their wives and 


sisters, who are eagerly watching for tlieni. 
Then they proceed in families to some gro- 
cery store and buy a large quantity of the 
most expensive 'eatables. 
As stated above, 


sardines are greatly relinked by them. There 
are, of course, a few unfortunate field hands 
who cannot afford to indulge in tbe luxuries 
which are enjoyed by their more successful 
acquaintances,' ITor.such "poor Jim Crow 
niggers, "no 'count trasli." as I heard them 
called by a fashionable young lady of color, 
enterprising Tenders have established re- 
freshment tables. These nvo found on "nig- 
ger day" situated in different parts of tho 
court bouse square. 
They aro plentifully 


supplied witb fried fresh fish, boiled bacon, 
and corn bread, and for twenty cents a hun- 
gry black man is furnished with all he can 
eat. When they have satisfied their appe- 
tites they g° firal to tho llry K001'8 stores- 
Here, as in the oilier shops, they nro mot by 
obsequious white men, who conduct them at 
once to a back or 
Bido room, with which 


most of the stores are supplied. 
At first I 


could not fathom the mystery of this cere- 
mony. 
After diligent inquiry, however, I 


discovered that, since the war, unprincipled 
storekeepers, soma of thorn Northern men, 
have established tho custom of giving tho 
country negroes who come to buy, us much 
whiskey an they wish to drink. This is (lone 
in the back rooms t have mentioned, and 
when tho unfortunate black men and women 
ara deprived of half their wits by the vile 
stuff which is served out to them they are 
induced to purchase nil sorts of useless and 
expensive goods. In their .soberest moments 
average negro women havo a passion for 
bright 
colored 
dresaus which amounts 


almost 
to madness, and on such oc- 


casions 
as 
I 
have 
mentioned 
they 


never stop buying until their money is 
exhausted. Their husbands havo little or 
no control over them, and are 
obliged, 


whether they will or not, to sec, most of their 
bard earnings squandered upon an unservice- 
able jacket, or flimsy bonnet, or many-color- 
ed shawl. 
On Saturday last I saw one black 


women spend upward of thirty dollars on 
millinery-goods. 
As she received her bundle 


from the cringing clerk sho said, with a half 
drunken leer. "I 'dare to tho Lord Iso done 
gone busted my old man. sure." "Never 
mind," said iho clerk. 
"Ho can work for 


more." "To be sure," answered the woman, 
and then flounced out of the store.

of 
money 
as 
aro 
tho 
women. 
1>0 


matter .who suffers, an 
Alabama negro 


will become the owner of a double-barrelled 
shot-gun, and though his children be staiv- 
iug, he will ride on horseback to town. 
They go about tlio country in rags, but are 
seldom without a supply of powder and 
shot, and at all hours of the day iu Huut3- 
ville thay can bo Been riding through_ the 
streets bare-headed and shoeless, but with a 
jug of whisky bung to their saddles. They 
never seem to know what becomes of their 
money, and, like children, aro generally sur- 
prised when they find it is all gone.

good-natured-looking black 


man came into n banking house here and 
said he wanted to deposit some 
money. 


"IIow much have you?" asked tho clerk. 
"'Bout forty dollars, Sah," said tho negro, 
and he commenced searching for the money. 
After a long hunt iu all his pockets, ho only 
succeeded iu find two live and throo one 
dollar bills. 
"How much is dar?" he asked,

sumed 3731 pounds of meal and gained 7"> 
pounds in weight. Hero is a case where it 
looks as though it paid to raise pork. 
In 


tho first instance be fed a fraction short of 
four bushels of corn, reckoning 7(1 pounds to 
tho bushel. For this ho got in livo porlt, 
for each bushel fed, '1\ pounds. In the 
second instance, ho fed ">J bushcbi and got 
7". pounds livo pork, or fourteen pounds for 
each bushel of corn, n wide iliffcrcnco from 
thu flint experiment. In Iho last export, 
mont tho result is very similar to ono of 
Lewis' trials. Tho ground cob, no doubt, 
aided very much in Iho digestion of tho 
meal.
